He  has  been  an  avid 
collector  and  creator  of  Lincolniana  for  over  50  years,   and  he  personally  owns 
one  of   the  largest  collections  of  Lincoln  photographs  in  the  United  States. 


Ostendorf  is  the  author  of  several  Lincoln  books  including  Abraham  Lincoln 
The  Boy  The  Man,  A  Picture  Story  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  Mr.  Lincoln  Came  to 
Day t on .  In  1963,  he  co-authored  v;ith  Charles  Hamilton  an  important  reference 
\;ork,  Lincoln  in  Photographs,  an  Album  of  Every  Known  Pose.  Ostendorf  is 
v/idely  knov;n  for  his  Lincoln  artvjork  and  has  illustrated  more  than  a  score  of 
books,  scliool  texts,  histories,  biographies,  and  educational  periodicals.

(LINCOLN  CITY,    INDIANA)     Black  Hi  story  Month,   observed  during  February, 
provides  an  opportunity  each  year  to  call  attention  to  the  many  cont  ributiont: 
made  by  black  Americans  to  our  society.     To  recognize  the  many  achievements 
made  by  black  Americans,   Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  will   feature  a 
special  Black  History  Exhibit,   February  10-28.     The  exhibit  highlights  several 
National  Park  Service  areas  dedicated  to  memorializing  the  careers  of  black 
men  and  women  and  their  role  in  our  nation's  history. 

A  45-rainute  special  movie  presentation,   "Lincoln's  Trial  by  Fire,"  will 
be  featured  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,   February  2A-25,   at  12:00  Noon  (CST). 
Political   intrigue,   the  war  effort,   and  Lincoln's  early  years  as  President  are 
the  theme  of  this  exciting  film.     Lincoln  and  his  cabinet  vjere  genuinely 
alarmed  by  the  political   impact  of   the  Dred  Scott  decision,    the  Kansas- 
Nebraska  Act,   and   the  possible  dissolution  of  the  Union.     Crisis  followed 
crisis  until  Lincoln  had  no  choice  but  to  act  with  his  military.     He  called 
upon  General  George  McClellan,   to  serve  as  commander  of  the  Union  forces. 
Soon  the  war  began.

THE  ASSASSINATION  OF  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.     The  award- 
winning,   30-minute  film,    "The  Assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln,"  will  be 
offered  Saturday  and  Sunday,   February   17-18.     The  film  will  be  shown  two  times 
daily,  at  10:30  a.m.   and  1:30  p.m.    (CST)   in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center 
auditorium. 

On  April    14,    1865,    Abraham  Lincoln  became  the  first  American  President  to 
be  assassinated.     The  shock  and  mourning  that   followed  his  assassination  was 
profound  and  widespread.     The  martyred  president  quickly  became  the  most 
beloved  of  American  heroes. 

Why  was  Lincoln  murdered  by  John  Wilkes  Booth?     Was  there  a  high  level 

conspiracy  to  kill   the  President?     Did  Lincoln's  own  War  Department  know  of 

the  plot  to  kidnap  and  kill   the  President?     Why  wasn't  Booth  captured  alive 

when  he  could  have  been?     Since  Lincoln's  assassination,   there  have  been  many 

questions,  but   fewer  answers  about  Booth's  terrible  deed.     This  film,  "The 

Assassination  of  Abraham  Lincoln,"  attempts  to  answer  some  of  these  questions. 

The  film  is  unique  in  that  it  also  attempts  to  describe  the  conditions, 

circumstances,   and  theories  behind  Lincoln's  death.

(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIAIM)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.  Scheduled 
for  Saturday  and  Sunday,   March  3-4,   the  film  feature  is  "Lincoln,   The  Kentucky 
Years,"  narrated  by  film  star  Burgess  Meredith.     The  film  will  be  offered  two 
times  daily  beginning  at  10:30  a.m.   and  again  at  1:30  p.m.    (CST)   in  the 
Memorial  Visitor  Center  auditorium. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in  Kentucky  on  Sunday,  February 
12,    1809.     Abraham  Lincoln's  earliest  recollection  of  his  youth  was  of  his 
family's  third  Kentucky  farm  on  Knob  Creek.     In  Kentucky,   the  Lincoln  children 
attended  A. B.C.   schools  for  short  periods  of  time.     Lincoln  remembered 
listening  to  his  mother  as  she  read  the  family  Bible.     When  only  seven  he  and 
his  family  moved  to  Indiana  "partly  on  account  of  slavery,   but  chiefly  on 
account  of   the  difficulty   in  land   titles  in  Kentucky."     This  swiftly  moving 
and  beautiful  film  describes  those  short  first  seven  years  of  Lincoln's  life 
in  his  birth  state  of  Kentucky.

(LINCOLN  CITY,    INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  film  presentation  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.     On  Saturday 
and  Sunday,   March  24-25,   the  film  featured  is  "Pioneer  Days  in  Indiana."  The 
film  will  be  shown  two  times  daily  beginning  at   10:30  a. in.,   and   1:30  p.m. 
(CST)   in  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center  Auditorium. 

On  the  frontier  farm  almost  everyone  practiced  at   least  two,    if  not  more, 
professions.     Thomas  Lincoln  was   first  a   farmer  and  second  a  carpenter  and 
house-joiner.     The  film  "Pioneer  Days   in  Indiana"  describes  a  variety  of 
pioneer  tools  and  activities  that  were  used  by  men  like  Thoi.ias  Linroin.  Once 
this  land  was  covered  with  giant  trees  of  oak,  hickory,  and  walnut,  which  one 
settler  described  as  "woods,  woods,   woods,   as   far  as   the  world  extends."  How 
did  the  pioneer  clear  the  land,   plow  with  a  horse,   cut  logs  as  big  as  small 
buildings,   prepare  maple  syrup,   churn  butter,   or  prepare  a  meal  over  an  open 
fire?     This  23-minute  color  film  gives  viewers  an  opportunity   to  journey  back 
into  the  past  and  understand  how  the  pioneer  lived  in  Indiana  more  than  160 
years  ago.

COMMEMORATES   125TH  ANNIVERSARY  OF 

LINCOLN'S  ASSASSINATION 

The  National  Park  Service  at  Lincoln  Home  National  Historic 
Site  cordially  invites  the  public  to  view  a  special  exhibit  of 
original  artifacts  connected  with  the  assassination  of 
President  Abraham  Lincoln.  The  exhibit  will  be  on  display  in 
the  Lincoln  Home  Visitor  Center  at  426  South  Seventh  Street  in 
Springfield,  Illinois,  from  9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  on  Saturday, 
April  14,  1990,  the  one  hundred  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
Lincoln's  assassination. 

The  objects  are  from  the  John  K.  Lattimer  family  collection, 
which  is  generally  considered  to  be  the  largest  private 
assemblage  of  Lincoln  assassination  artifacts.  The  exhibition 
will  include  the  following  original  items:  the  key  to  the  box 
in  Ford's  Theatre  occupied  by  President  and  Mrs.  Lincoln  on 
the  night  of  the  assassination,  reserved  seating  signs  placed 
on  the  chairs  in  the  Ford's  Theatre  box,  a  piece  of  the 
bunting  used  to  trim  the  presidential  box.  President  Lincoln's 
blood-stained  collar  which  Dr.  Leale  removed  in  the  attempt  to 
resuscitate  him  at  Ford's  Theatre,  the  scarf  worn  by  Mrs. 
Lincoln  on  the  night  of  the  assassination,  and  one  of  two 
coins  placed  upon  President  Lincoln's  eyelids  after  he  died. 

A  variety  of  other  activities  relating  to  the  assassination 
will  also  take  place  at  the  Lincoln  Home  Visitor  Center  on 
April  14,  1990.  A  program  consisting  of  two  lectures  will 
begin  at  2:30  p.m.;  Professor  Mark  Plummer  of  Illinois  State 
University  will  discuss  "The  Haynie  Diary:  Lincoln's  Last  Day:

If  you  are,   then  you  should  know  about  the 
Golden  Eagle  Passport.     It  could  save  you  money. 

The  Golden  Eagle  Passport  is  an  annual   admission  pass  to  any   of   the  more 
than  140  units  of  the  National  Park  System  which  charge  an  entrance  fee.  Some 
parks,   such  as  Indiana's  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial,   and  George  Rogers 
Clark  National  Historical   Park,    charge  $1.00  per  person  or  $3.00  per  vehicle 
for  admission.

LINCOLN  CITY.   INDIANA.     Thursday,   May  17  is  the  13th  annual  observance  of 

International  Museum  Day.     This  day  wns  set  aside   for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  public  awareness   of  the  ::ervices  museums  provide.     Museums  serve  to 
preserve  our  natural,   cultural,   and  artistic  heritage.     They  educate  our 
citizens,   and  they  promote  mutual  understanding  and  cooperation  worldwide. 

Over  the  years   the  National   Park  Service,    including  Lincoln  Boyhood

that  parks  perform. 

The  story  of  the  Lincoln  family  in  Indiana  from  1816  to  1830  is  told  at 
Lincoln  Boyhood's  unique  open-air  museum — the  Lincoln  Living  Historical  Farm. 
Established  in  the  spring  of  1968,    this  working  farm  portrays  pioneer  living 
and  farming  practices   similar  to  those  knovjn   to  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his 
family.     Visitors   to  the  farm  on  May   17,    International  Museum  Day,  will 
include  several  hundred  school  children  from  southern  Indiana,  who  will  learn 
first  hand  the  pioneer  ways  of  an  earlier  generation  of  Americans.

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In  addition  to  the  farm  at  Lincoln  Boyhood,  a  pioneer-theme  museum  and 
other  special  displays  are  housed  in  the  park's  handsome  stone  Memorial 
Visitor  Center  building,  located  just  off  State  Highway  162,  across  from 
Lincoln  State  Park.     The  museum  contains  a  special  hearthside  exhibit,  cases 
containing  the  kinds  of  books  read  by  Abraham  Lincoln,   a  Bible,   a  pit  saw, 
farming  tools,   a  cupboard  built  by  Thomas  Lincoln,   and  more. 

Even  the  hallv^ays  of  the  Me.uorial  Visitor  Center  abound  with  exhibits  and 
special  museum  collections.     Visitors  and  schoolchildren  may  see,   for  example, 
a  pictorial  history  of  the  development  of  the  stone  panels  carved  back  in  the 
1940 's  by  Indiana  artist,   E.   H.   Daniels.     Handsome  19th-century  prints  and 
lithographs  of  the  Lincoln  family  loaned  by  Jack  Smith  of  South  Bend,   are  on 
display   in  the  hallvjay.     Two  cases  located  near  the  Visitor  Center  Information 
desk  contain  personal  possessions  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  family. 

Not   only   is  Abraham  Lincoln  considered  America's  most  beloved  Precideni:, 
but  he  is  respected  and  loved  around  the  world  today.     Here  at  Lincoln  Boyhood 
National  Memorial,  more  than  a  quarter  million  people  fran  around  the  world 
annually  visit  the  Lincoln  Living  Historical  Farm  and  view  the  special  museum 
exhibits,   and  leave  v;ith  a   renewed  feeling  of   pride  and  heritage.

In 
remembrance  of  the  125th  anniversary  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  death,   the  National 
Park  Service  invites  the  public  to  attend  the  presentation  of  five  Lincoln 
theme  films.     The  films  will  be  offered  on  Sunday,   April  15,   in  the  Memorial 
Visitor  Center  auditorium  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial. 

The  18-minute  film,   "Lincoln,   the  Kentucky  Years,"  will  be  presented  at 
9:00  a.m.   and  2:00  p.m.;   the  24-minute  film.

Lincoln  Boyhood  will  have  the  same  admission  fees  as  last  year.     The  fee 


is  $1.00  per  person  for  guests  between  the  ages  of  17  through  61.  There  is  no 
admission  charge  for  educational  groups,  for  children  a./>  16  and  under,  or  for 
persons  age  62  or  over.

LINCOLN  aXY  —  When  a  tornado  howled 
toward  the  woods  of  southern  Indiana  on 
June  7,  the  cast  of  "Young  Abe  Lincoln"  at 
Lincoln  State  Park  fled,  in  leotards  and  dance 
shoes,  to  the  safety  of  a  concrete-block  cast 
building. 

Managing  director  McJodie  Doom  stayed  in 
the  wooden  administrative  building,  monitoring 
radio  repons  of  the  tornado's  path. 

But  she  was  continually  interrupted  from  her 
listening  post  by  the  jangle  of  the  phone.  People 
in  other  pans  of  the  state,  unaware  of  the  storm, 
were  calling  to  order  tickets  for  Friday's  opening 
of  the  outdoor  drama's  fourth  season. 

"Here  I  am  with  a  tornado  touching  down, 
and  people  are  making  reservations  for  the 
play,"  said  Doom,  who  chuckles  about  it  now 
because  the  area  south  of  Interstate  6A  suffered 
little  damage. 

It's  just  one  of  the  unique  challenges  in 
mounting  outdoor  musical  dramas,  of  which 
"Young  Abe  Lincoln"  is  half  the  state's  total. 

Another  challenge  may  be  digesting  the 
insects,  which  don't  dlffereniiaie  a  singer's 
mouth  from  an  open  door.  Jonathan  Pamell,  23, 
who  plays  Abi^ham  Lincoln  during  his  adoles- 
cent years,  has  taken  the  eye-popping,  stomach- 
turning  gulp. 

"Once  in  a  while  you  take  in  a  deep  breath 
and  —  ulpl  You've  swallowed  a  bug,"  said  Par- 
neU.  who  had  to  finish  half  a  vocal  solo  after 
swallowing  a  flying  something  last  year.

as  soon  as  you  can." 

Otherwise,  the  cast  and  crew  of  ISO  devote 
their  skills  to  beating  the  heat  in  spirited  rehears- 
als for  a  2%-hour  musical  performance  that 
runs  six  days  a  week  through  Aug.  26. 

"Young  Abe  Lincoln"  is  history  brightened 
with  music  and  dance,  spanning  Lincoln's  child- 
hood from  his  seventh  year  to  his  departure 
for  Illinois  at  age  21. 

Figuring  prominently  are  the  events  that 
shaped  the  future  president.  The  drama  portrays 
the  deaths  of  his  brother,  mother  and  older  sis- 
ter during  his  vulnerable  years  and  his  encoun- 
ter with  the  cruelty  of  slavery  at  age  1 9. 

"This  man's  life  script  was  scarred,"  observed 
director  W.L,  "Rusty"  Mundcll.  "In  those  days 
houses  were  two  and  three  miles  apart,  and  to 


have  a  boy  to  play  with  and  then  see  him  die  at  a 
young  age  was  a  great  shock. 

"He  was  also  very  close  to  his  mother.  He 
had  a  great  deal  invested  in  his  mother  and  his 
older  sister,  both  of  whom  died  during  his  child- 
hood years.  This  expenence  with  the  agony  of 
death  formed  his  value  of  life." 

Mundcll  is  an  avid  historian/dramatist  who 
wrote  "Blue  Jacket,"  an  annual  summer  outdoor 
drama  performed  in  Xenia,  Ohio.  He  also  has 
directed  "The  Legend  of  Daniel  Boone,"  the 
Harrodsburg,  Kv.,  outdoor  drama,  among 
others.  Mundeli  thought  he  had  retired  when 
Southern  Indiana  University  asked  him  to  take 
over  "Young  Abe  Lincoln. " 

It  was  an  irresistible  temptation.  "Young  Abe 
Lincoln"  Is  one  of  only  five  outdoor  historical 
produciioDS  in  Ihe  country  that  are  equipped 
to  employ  Actors  Equity  members.  It's  one  of  27 
that  employ  full  professional  casts:  21  more 
must  work  with  partially  paid  casts  and 
volunteers. 

Its  presidential  Lincoln  actor,  Macon  Ray,  so 
sn-ikljigly  resembles  Abe  be  could  pose  for  a  $S 
bill. 

But  there's  more.  The  play  Is  lo  a  fully  shel- 
tered amphitheater,  so  rain  doesn't  stop  pep 
formances.  There's  an  air-conditioned  cry  room 
for  parents  with  unhappy  Infants  and  seniors 
who  might  be  suscepable  to  heat  problems. 

And  the  play  beneriis  from  a  system  of  dlrec<

The  Louis  A.  Warren  Lincoln  Library  and 
Museum  in  Fort  Wayne  was  pressed  into  service 
to  research  Lincoln's  favorite  dessert,  which 
tops  off  the  Railsplitter  courses  of  roast  chicken, 
vegetables,  slaw  and  a  roll  (it's  gingerbread). 

Dennis  Lebby,  44,  a  member  of  the  Black  Rep- 
ertory Theater  of  St.  Louis,  plays  Jim,  the  slave 
whose  wife  is  auctioned  separately  despite  his 
resistance.  It's  a  role  that  has  incentive:  The 
woman  playing  his  wife  is  his  wife,  Fanny. 

"I  try  to  Ijring  the  dignity  of  this  human  being 
to  the  role.  You  can  be  down  and  out,  but  you 
can  still  have  dignity,"  Lebby  said.  His  char- 
acter echoes  the  bitterness,  then  the  hope  and 
the  realization  that  he  must  look  for  happiness 
beyond  earthly  life. 

Both  he  and  Parnell  are  playing  their  roles  for 
the  second  year. 


"I  did  a  lot  of  the  factual  research  last  year. 
This  year  I  feel  like  I've  had  more  opportunity  to 
get  in  touch  with  the  person  Lincoln  was,"  said 
Parnell,  a  1990  theater  graduate  of  Kansas  State 
University. 

He  learned  a  little  bit  about  that  from  playgo- 
ers. People  are  invited  to  meet  the  cast  after  the 
play,  "and  everyone  has  a  favorite  Abe  Lincoln 
story,"  he  said. 

His  high  cheekbones  and  gray  eyes  relaxed 
into  a  smooth-shaven  Lincoln  smile  at  the 
memory. 

"It's  kind  of  flattering  to  have  people  come  up 
and  say,  'You  look  just  like  fiim!'  "

tobacco,  crops  and  hides  hang. 

Inside  the  house  are  the  spartan 
accouterments  of  an  1820s  home. 
Curds  have  just  been  himg  out  to 
drain  the  whey,  v  hich  goes  to  fat- 
ten the  farm  animals. 

Another  costumed  National  Park 
Service  employee  explains  the  daily 
routine  and  the  purposes  of  all  the 
tools  to  incredulous  kids  and  their 
parents.  Teenage  Mutant  Ninja  Tur- 
tles never  had  it  this  tough,  even  in 
those  New  York  sewers. 

For  those  who  just  prefer  to 
enjoy  nature,  hiking  trails  fan  out 
more  regularly  among  the  1,747 
acres  of  Lincoln  State  Park,  where 
admission  is  $2  a  carload. 

This  peaceful  park  attracted  only 
some  257,300  visitors  last  year 
(compared  with  Pokagon's  576,300). 
Yet  it  has  paddle  boats  and  canoes 


for  rent,  a  naturalist  program, 
intermittent  summer  performances 
and  the  outdoor  musical  drama.  Its 
campground  has  120  campsites,  240 
youth  tent  areas  and  several  cabins. 

The  drawback  is  that  you  must 
bathe  in  a  bucket.  The  Class  C  sites 
guarantee  only  a  drinking  water 
supply,  grills  and  picnic  tables.  But 
there  are  a  store  and  snack  stand  at 
the  beach. 

For  those  less  inclined  to  outdoor 
living,  there  are  motels  in  nearby 
Dale,  Carefree  and  Huntingburg. 

Or  there  are  timber  homes  for 
rent  at  Patoka  Lake  about  25  miles 
away.  For  |75  a  night  double  occu- 
pancy ($5  a  night  extra  for  each 
child)  you  can  stay  in  air-condi- 
tioned comfort,  with  color  televi- 
sion, furniture,  hnens  and  a  fully 
equipped  kitchen  with  a  microwave 
oven  and  a  coffee  maker. 

And  you  can  still  tell  your  friends 
you  stayed  in  a  log  cabin.

LINCOLN  BOYHOOD  TO  CELEBRATE  "NATIONAL  PARKS  DAY" 

(Lincoln  City)  On  August  25,  1990,   the  National  Park  Se  rvice  will  host 
the  largest  open  house  in  its  history  as  it  celebrates  "National  Parks  Day" 
nationwide.  Visitors  on  that  day  will  have  free  admission  to  all  of  the  fee- 
charging  parks  in  the  National  Park  System.  The  legislation  which  gave  the 
Service  permanent  fee  collection  authority,  also  authorized  the  Service  to 
provide  the  public  with  one  free  admission  day  each  year.  August  25  was 
selected  because  this  date  marks  the  anniversary  of  the  National  Park  Service. 

In  1916,  when  President  Woodrow  Wilson  signed  legislation  creating  the 
Service,   there  were  14  parks  and  21  raontjments  in  the  National  Park  System. 
Included  among  them  was  Yellowstone,  which  had  been  made  a  National  Park  in 
1872.  At  that   time  it  was  not  only  our  country's  first  national  park,  but  the 
first  national  park  in  the  world.   Since  then,  the  national  park  idea  has 
spread  to  countries  throughout  the  world. 

Today  there  are  341  different  parks,  comprising  80  million  acres, 
administered  by  the  National  Park  Service.  One  of  those  is  Lincoln  Boyhood 
National  Memorial  at  Lincoln  City,  Indiana.

LEARN  TO  RIVE  AND  SPLIT 


(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  invites  the  public  to 
attend  a  special  "hands  on"  pioneer  skills  program  at  the  Lincoln  Living 
Historical  Farm,   to  learn  to  rive  and  split  shingles  and  fence  rails.     Led  by 
costumed  demonstration  farmers  and  interpreters,  the  two-hour  program,  "Rive 
and  Split,"  will  be  offered  Saturday  and  Sunday,   September  15-16,   from  1:30 
p.m.  to  3:30  p.m.    (CDT)  each  day.     After  a  short  "how  to"  and  safety  message, 
visitors  will  be  invited  to  try  their  hand  at  splitting  rails  and  riving 
shingles,  much  as  Abraham  Lincoln  did  during  his  14  boyhood  years  spent  here 
in  Southern  Indiana. 


The  pioneer's  abundance  of  wood  and  his  carpentry  skills  often  resulted 
in  an  amazing  array  of  specialty  tools.     To  split  shingles  and  clapboards,  for 
example,  a  knife-type  wedge  called  a  froe  was  struck  with  a  wooden  club  called 
a  maul.     Modem  equipment  made  the  froe  obsolete  about  a  century  ago. 
Surprisingly,  an  axe  was  not  used  to  split  rail  fencing.     Abraham  Lincoln,  the 
"railsplitter, "  used  three  tools  to  split  rails:     a  wooden  wedge  called  a 
"glut,"  a  wooden  sledge  called  a  "beetle,"  and  a  metal  wedge  to  begin  the 
splitting  process.

The  15- 
acre  complex  is  an  operating  reproduction  of  the  kind  of  farmstead  that  Thomas 
Lincoln  carved  from  the  wilderness  in  1816.      The  Farm  features  the  log 
buildings,  animals,  and  crops  of  a  pioneer  farm.     Costumed  "pioneers"  carry 
out  family  living  and  farming  activities  daily.
